The strike brought to the 
city niili^a companies from Brooklyn 
and other cities and led to the shooting 
of two well-known citizens. The sec- 
ond strike was on May 27-2S, 191D, 
sad arose over the running of Rcnnsse- 
laer cars to the circus grounds in 
Xorth Albany.

The average revenue per month for five months prior 


to the Increase in rates was $2,950. For the next six months 
after the increased fare it was $3,118 per month, or a gain 
of $168. 


While on the other hand the operating expense per 


month for the five months was 34,134, showing a loss of 
$1,184 per month. For the next six months it went up to 
$4,827, making the average loss per month, Sl,685.- The 
wage advance took effect June 1,1920. 


In the above figures 46 percent of the revenue was used 


for lahor expense on cars during ^the first five months, 
while for the next six months it went up to 55 per cent
